Keep control of the nation in 
the hands of the people, main- 
tain the United States always as 
a land of opportunity, not of 
guaranteed security and follow a 
reasonable policy in dealing with 
labor prevlems, W. M. Jeffers, re- 
tired president of the Union Pa- 
cific Railway, said in a forceful 
commerce in the ‘American Le- 
gion clubhouse, Ontario. 

He spoke at the annual meet- 
ing of the Ontario chamber ot 
commences 

An ‘outstanding example of 
what” a person can do in this 
land of opportunity, Mr. Jeffers 
referred to his humble beginnings 
as a janitor and “call boy.” He 
used the personal illustration to 
emphasize the point that ‘this 
is a great nation, the only one 
on earth in which a boy, without 
influence or affluence can gain a 
high position in industry.” 

Changes are necessary in gov- 
ernment but these changes can 
come through the U. S. constitu- 
tion, he said. 

“My hope is that the new Con- 
gress, soon to take office, will not 
go too far in trying to control the 


radical labor leaders,” the dis- | 
tinguished speaker deelared.

Labor Court 

Mr. Jeffers suggested establish- 
ment of a labor court to handle | 
all labor disputes. Such a court 
should be non-political with the 
public, labor and capital repre- 
sented. The speaker, who has for 
years belonged to a labor union, 
wholeheartedly supported the la- 
bor union mevement but charged 
that ‘no leader of labor hdas,.the 
right to tie up an industry.” 

The right to strike should not 
be permitted until all other means 
of settlement had failed. He cited 
the record in the railway unions, 
in which there was no strike until 
recent political leaders ‘sold the 
country down the river so they 
could be perpetuated in office.” 


Mr. Jeffers strongly hinted of 
the danger of Communism “if 
we do not stop movements of 


this kind.”

Judge Says Lewis Guilty of 


Contempt If He Ignores Order 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. (AP)—Federal Judge T: Alan Golds- 
borough today ordered a 10-day extension of his order of Nov. 
18, which was designed to avert a soft coal walkout. 

The extension was ordered at the request of Assistant At- 
torney General John F. Sonnett, who broke into John L. Lewis’ 
contempt hearing just 20 minutes before the order was due to 


expire at 12 noon (PST.). 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. (®) 
Federal Judge T. Alan Goldsbor- 
ough said today John L, Lewis | 
and his mine workers “are guilty | ; 
of contempt of court” if it is |. 
proved legally they disregarded | 
his order against a coal mine 
walkout. |

contempt case against Lewis and

He was 
found guilty on four counts—of 
violating a superior court order 
limiting picketing, of participat- 
ing in a riot, cf blocking an en- 
trance and of disturbing 
peace. 

The appellate department up- 
held conviction on the first two 
counts put overruled the 
court ‘on the latter two.
